ple, there was n molten sea of 30 cobits, 
or 45 feet in circumference, which re- 
ceived and held three thousand baths of 
water, 750 barrels. In addition to this, 
(verse 6,) ‘‘ were ten lavers to wash in 
such things as they offered ; for the burnt 
offerings they washed in them.” Mai- 
monides, one of the most distinguished of 
the Jewish Rabbis, says, ‘‘every laver 
held forty baths, or ten barrels of water ; 
and each was four cubits, or six feet 
broad, and six feet long, sufficient for the 
immersion of the whole body of a man.” 
And Herbaons, another Jewish writer, 
says: * There were louterees, lavers on 
every side of the temple, which were 
free for the use ofall ;” to which he thinks 
the Prophet Isaiah, i. 6, alludes. 

The Jewish writers all agree that there 
was an apartment called ‘* (Bith Tibilah, ) 
the dipping place, or room, where the 
High Priest dipped himself on the day of 
atonement.”

They must have 
en amazing poor, to have had no cloth- 
yg oo their houges, or with them, but 
vbat they had on! 

Another difficulty in bis mind is, that 
‘‘ the day must have been more than half 
spent,” (at 9 o'clock in the morning,) 
‘‘ and therefore not time enough to bap- 
lize so many.’ This isan old story ; but 
we will see whether it has any weight. 
it has been repeatedly ascertained, that 
the ordinance can be duly administered, 
allowing half a minute for each candidate. 
Numerous instances to establish this fact 
have already been published ,without con- 
tradiction. One man baptized in Virginia 
one hundred persons in forty-seven min- 
utes; and many inatances in this State 
have occurred, of less numbers, in a less 
proportionate time. Here were 120 dis- 
ciples, Acts i. 15, and 3000 divided by 
120, gives but twenty-five persons to 
each; and the three thousand, therefore, 
(all things im readiness,) could have been 
baptized in less than 12 minutes, and even 
the twelve Apostles could have baptized 
the whole number in two hours, at the 
same rate. 

In addition to the above, it has been as- 
serted even by Pedobaptists, that there is 
no proof that they were all baptized on 
that day. The Scripture ‘says, * they 
vere added,’ and in my opinion, were 
baptized. But Mr. Marchant in his com- 
mentary on the passage, says, ‘‘ There is 
no necessity to suppose that all these 
proselytes to the christian faith were bap- 
tized ina day. St. Luke delivers in the 
gress, what might possibly be transacted 


why did he bring 
them into the house after baptism; he 
evidently brought them in again, for Paul 
had been preaching in the house before, 
and why did they go out previous to bap- 
tism? Acts xvi. 34. But my design par- 
ticularly on this occasion, is to notice the 
remarka of V. respecting the Eunuch, 
who he says “* was illy fitted on a journey, 
and in a desert, for being immersed ;” 
that is, that he bad no change of raiment. 
As ifthe man who was in great authority 
under a queen, and had the charge of all 
her treasures—at such an immense dis- 
tance trom home, in a chariot, would be 
without achange of raiment! And Lyd- 
ia, as she was “‘a seller of purple, her 
clothing was too good, and he presumes 
she was not baptized unclad.” As if she 
had gone so far to pray, that no change of 
raiment could possibly be obtained, tho’ 
at a commen resort for prayer. But to 
return to the Eunuch, ‘* And they went 
down into the water, both Philip and the 
Eunuch, (Katebesan amphoteroi eis to ha- 
dor,) and he baptized him.”” Acts viii. 
38. Our translation of this passage, is as 
literal asin the power of language to 
make it. V. has vamped up an old story 
here, that “that they merely went to 
the water ;”’ or, as be would infer from 
the ‘next verse but one, at the water,” 
—says, ‘that no reason can be assigned 
but a preconceived opinion, why it should 
not be understood to or at, instead of in- 
to.” Now the Greeks certainly had 
some word that signified into, and another 
word that signified out of, and to ascer- 
tain what these were, we will consult oth- 
er passages.

The learned Doctor 
Dwight frequently mentioned this pas- 
sage, that it ought always to be translated 
into. He always said into, when he had 
occasion to use the passage ; as all minis- 
ters ought to do. 

The words used for coming out of the 
water, are ek and apo, which are some- 
times used synonymously, because used 
to express the same thing. Butto prove 
that they mean out of, we must refer to 
other passages. Matt. xv. 11, Not that 
which goeth eis into the mouth defileth 
the man, bat that which cometh ek out of 
the mouth. Mark vi. 54. Luke it. 4, 
Joseph went ek out of the city of Naza- 
reth, ets into the city of Judea. John iv. 
47. When he heard that Jesus had come 
ek out of Judea eis into Galilee—repeated 
again in the 54th verse. Also, Acts vii. 
3—23; xx. 28; xvi. 40. And they 
went ek out of the prison, und entered eis 
into the house of Lydia. Acts xxvii. 30, 
And as the shipmen were about to flee ek 
out of the ship, they let down the boat eis 
intothe sea. Rev. xvii. 8, And the beast 
shall ascend ek out of the bottomless pit, 
and shall go eis into perdition. With re- 
spect to Christ’s baptisin, apo is used for 
out of, as he came up apo out of the water.

oppressed “ go free,” and provided means 
for their return tothe land of their fathers. 
On this subject the State of New-York may 
well congratulate herself, that within the past 
year, every slave within her jurisdiction, 
about 10,000 in number has been emancipated, 
under the operation of a legislative Act. We 
may also notice, as a matter of public inter- 
est, the completion of another great channel 
of inland navigation, the Delaware and Hud- 
son Canal. It is 63 miles in length, with 61 
locks, and connects the waters of the Dela- 
ware River with those of the Hudson. Com- 
menced, August, 1825. 

If we look to Central and Southern Ameri- 
ca, how cheering is the prospect that opens be- 
fore us! Seven new Republics, rising like 
magic from the ruins of a cruel despotism, and 
taking their stand among the nations of the 
earth, as free and independent sovereignties ! 


And a nobler race arise, 
Stretch their limbs, unclose their eyes, 
Claitn the earth, and seek the skies. 


The civil dissentions which at'some intervais 
have threatened destruction to their liberties, 
are at length succeeded by order, equity, and 
good qprermnnst, Bolivar, who is justly styl- 
ed “* The, Liberator,” as Washington was the 
‘* Father of his Country,” is reinstated in the 
confidence of the people ; and while he“ takes 
care that the commonwealth receive no de- 
triment,” is directing bis attention, as oppor- 
tunities offer, to the promotion of learning and 
religion, wherever his influence extends. 
Similar views of the importance of education 
and iotellectual light ere becoming common 
among the higher classes of citizens, not only 
in Colombia, but io all the Spanish Repub- 
lics. And it is easy to see, that with the in- 
crease of knowledge, the desire for knowledge 
will also increase: the love of liberty will 
become more ardent, and liberty itself more 
secure.—One of the happiest features in the 
aspect of these Republics, is their almost total

POLITICAL EVENTS OF 1827. 


Having passed the limits of another year, it 

ay be profitable to pause for a few moments, 
and consider the changes it has wrought in 
the condition and prospects of mankind. The 
greatest changes are those which relate tothe 
\uterests pf the soul : and they are indeed so 
great, that they may weil call forth our aston- 
islineat and gratitude. Reserving these par- 
ticulars for a future occasion, we shall this 
week conhie ourselves (o the political events 
of the year: which, although jess important 
(han in some tuemer years, may be found, 
vevertheless, of »fficient interest to engage 
our attention and ou thoughts. 

Begioning with our uyn country—-this vast 
land of free om*—this hone of the oppressed 
--we can only say, that +. prosperity has 
been uniaterrupted ; its populwion and wealth 
increased ; its influencee exienasd and its re- 
lations with foreign countries u.jisturbed. 
The question of boundaries on our Nertheast- 
ern frontier, which had begun to excite <larm,

so in Colombia, the last slave has been eman- 
cipated within the past year. And even in 
Brazil, which has long been a market-place 
for slaves, a compact was completed with 


| Great Britain in the month of March last, by 


virtue of which, after the same month in 1830, 
the trade is to be considered and treated as 
piracy ; and every Brazilian subject detected 
iD Carrying it on, is to be condemned and pun- 
ished accordingly.—The River La Plata and 
the Banda Oriental are still the scenes of a 
nominal warfare between Brazil and Buenos 
Ayres. There has been but one impoitant 
engagement during the year, and in that the 
advantage was decidedly in favor of the re- 
publicans. But though little has been gained 
on either side in respect to the predominance 
of power, both have suffered materially in 
their commerce; the former by a continued 
blockade, and the latter by the Buenos Ayrean 
privateers.

Why spea k of a nations freedom, when pe- 
cuniary misfortune isan evil which has no 
remedy, a crime which knows no forgiveness. 


We are not in the habit of giving in our 
columns accounts of public executions, be- 
cause we are satisfied that their existence, 
and their publication are both injurious to 
the morals of the community, but the follow. 
ing account is so awful, and presents in so 
strong a light, the possible, personal danger 
attendant on such scenes, that we are induced 
to insert it; with a hope it may prove an ef- 
fectual warning to some, to refrain from at- 
tendiog similar places of resort. Distressing 
as was the calamity which befel the bodies of 
some of the spectators on this occasion, we 
are persuaded that the moral effect of this 
public execution on the community, is an evil 
of tenfold greater magnitude then the bodily 
distress endured by the sufferers, we think it 
must be a murbid kind of sensibility, anda 
criminal curiosity, which could induce gentle- 
men, and delicate ladies and tender children, 
to flock to a scene like the one below describ- 
ed, and we do hope that the time may soon 
come when if the life of a fellow being must 
be taken to answer the demands of the law, 
that the execution may be done in the prison 
yard, witnessed only by the necessary officers 
of justice. 


Execution, and Distressing Accident at 
Cooperstown.--Tuve seutence of the law was 
carried into effect upom the persoa of Levi 
Kelly, for the murder of Abraham Spafard, oa 
Friday last, at about 2o’cluck P. M. The 
weather during the preceding day and night, 
had been tempestuous, and on the morning of 
Friday, while the rain fell in torrents (yet our 
village was thronged with men, women and 
children) the convict was taken by Sheriff 
Hiser, spparently in avery feeble state of 
health, and placed upon a bed ina sleigh 
drawn by his ownhorses.

village, had her leg broke and body much 
bruised. ‘Twenty or thirty other persons, 
among whom is a young man from Springfield, 
named Stanard, were severely hurt. As the 
high excitement of this hs Son el event 
had in some degree subsided. by the ascer- 
tainment of the injuries received and the re- 

moval of the dead and wounded from the 
ground, the Convict was taken from the sleigh 
and assisted to ascend the gallows, and upon 

the rope being noosed around his neck by the 
Sheriff, and his soul commended to the mercy 
of God in a short prayer from the Rev. Mr. 
Smith, in which he appeared to participate, 

the drop fell, and after a few slight twitchings 
of his limbs, his body hung for thirty mioutes, 

a monument of the vengeance of the law for 
the wrongfully taking the life of a feliow be- 
ing, in the violence of passion.— Rochester pa-

” Cincinnati in 1826, by E. Drake and E. 

Mansfield.” —Under this title a small duodeci- 

mo of one hundred pages has been published, 

containing a particular history of the settle- 
ment and rapid growth of Cincinnati, together 
with a large mass of statistical information ip 
relation to the State of Ohio. We pass by the 
latter in order to present a few of the partic- 
ulars of the almost unexampled growth’of the 
city alluded to above. 

incinnati is 500 miles from Washington. 
The original patentee of the place was. the 
good, thongh by some esteemed visionary, 
John Cleeves Symmes. The city is laid out 
with great regularity—the streets crossing 
each other at right angles, and there being 
much uniformity in their width. Building 
materials are said to be abundant, cheap and 
of good quality. Amongst the public buil- 
dings a Court House, a Jail, three Market 
Houses, the United States’ Banking House, a 
Medical College edifice. a Hospital, Cincin- 
nati College edifice capable of containing 
1000 pupils, and a Theatre. The city is sup- 
plied with water from the Ohio river, raised 
by steam engine 153 feet above the low water 
mark. These is a great plenty of Fuel, of 
which wood is the chief article. The coal 
brought from above is not extensively used in 
the city. The number of places of Public 
Worship is fourteen. There is a Hospital 
anda Lunatic Asylum. The Medical Col- 
lege contained in 1825, 82 students. The 
Libraries of the city are small. The Cincin- 
nati Library contains 1300 volumes, and the 
Apprentices’ Library 1200. ‘There is also an 
Academy of Fine Arts. en

MINUTES 
Of the Charleston Baptist -1ssociation. 


CONVENED AT GAPWEY CHURCH, MARION 
‘DISTRICT, 


November 3d, and continued lo Nov. 7th, 
1827. 


The Association Sermon was deliver- 
ed on Saturday by brother B. Manly, 
from Heb. xiii. 7—‘* Remember them 
which have rule over you, who have s 
ken unto you the word of God ; whose 
faith follow, considering the end of their 
conversation.”? The Delegates then re- 
paired to the meeting house for the trans- 
action of business, whilst the worship of 
God was continued ata stand prepared 
for that purpose. 

Elected brother J. B. Cook, Modera- 
tor, and Wm. Riley, Clerk. 

Took into consideration the affairs of 
the Columbian College. Brother Ball, 
the agent of that institution, gave a de- 
tailed statement of its present situation 
and prospects ; when, on motion of bro- 
ther Hartwell, the following resolutions 
were unanimously adopted. 

1. Resolved, That this Association con- 
template with much regret the succes- 
sive disasters of the Columbian College, 
and sympathize with its friends in its pres- 
ent depression. And, in common with 
many of our brethren in different parts 
of the United States, we cannot but re- 
gard the possibility of the final ruin of 
this interesting yet afflicted institution as 
a deep and lasting calamity on the whole 
denomination. 

We are of opinion however, that the 
recent changes which have taken place 
in the Board of Trustees, and in the 
general administration of College aff..irs; 
are such as have removed the causes of 
its embarrassment, and ought to furnish 
ground of confidence of its future good 
management. In addition to these chan- 
ges we are of opinion, that the report of 
the committee that met in Washington in 
July last, and the appointment of Rev. 
Dr. Robert B. Semple as President of 
the Board of Trustees, should inspire 
further confidence in all the friends of 
the College. 

Toward the object of freeing the Col- 
lege from debt the sum of $40,000 has 
a subscribed, chiefly in Vir- 
ginie, North Carolina and New York. A 
disposition to aid it in various respects has 
been efficiently manifested by many ac- 


‘mended to the kind attention of all our 


friends in thie State ; and we especially 
solicit for his object their liberal aid. 


| Resolved, That thisAssociation view with 


lively interest every effort for the diflu- 
sion of religious and literary intelligence 
in our denomination ; and therefore rec- 
ommend to the churches within our 
bounds to patronise a weekly religious 
newspaper, to be entitled the Southern 
Watchman, proposed to be published io 
Charleston, by brother W. Riley, at the 
request of the Baptist State Convention 
of South Carolina. 

Resolved, That the first Lord’s Day 
in April be observed as a day of thanks- 


‘giving and praise to Almighty God, for 


the revivals of religion enjoyed by seve- 
ral of the churches during the past year, 
and of fervent prayer that He would still 
further the work by a general out-pour- 
ing of his Holy Spirit the ensuing year. 

Brother Manly was appointed to write 
the next circular letter on the following 
subject :—*‘* Whether within the last few 
years the godly elevation and strength of 
the ministers and charches in this Assaci- 
ation have been dectining ; and if 80, 
what are the probable causes of this de- 
cline, and the best means of its removal ?”’ 

Appointed brother Dossey to write the 
next corresponding letter. Brother Hart- 
wellto preach the next association ser- 
mon ; in case of failure, brother Beattie. 
Brother Ludlow to preach the missionary 
sermon ; in case of failure, brother Man- 
ly. And brother Cook, the concluding 
sermon. 

Resolved, That this Association, feel- 
‘ing a deep interest in the prosperity of 
the Baptist Mission in Burmah, contem- 
plate the death of Mrs. Aon H. Judson, 
the amiable and interesting wife of Doc- 
tor Judson, as a heavy loss and most ee- 
rious affliction, not only to that particular 
mission, but to the general missionary 
cause. We are comforted, however, 
with the reflection, that though the most 
eminent agents die, *‘ the Lord liveth,” 
and ‘the government shall be upon his 
shoulders.” 

The Association adjourned to give 
place to the General Committee. After the 
General Committee adjourned, the Asso- 
ciation again assembled ; when brother 
Mallary, in behalf of the Board of Home 
Missions, reported, that owing to the de- 

ressed state of the funds they had not 

en able to procure and maintain a single 
missionary during the past year. Agree- 
ably to the recommendation, an agent had 
been employed to visit the churches 
with a view to replenish the fund. The 
agent employed, however, discharged on- 
ly a part of what was desired. “Success, 
in some degree, attended his labours ; 
and this, though small in comparison to 
what would be desirable, encourages the 
Board to proceed in their work. At the 
present meeting of the Board the funds 
are as follows:—in the hands of the 
treasurer $185 82—sent up by the 
churches at the present session of the 
Association, “9a 90—Making a total of 
$410 73. The report was accepted, and 
the same Board continued the ensuing 
year, with the addition of brother Beat- 
tie. 


STATE OF RELIGION, 
Among the Churches of the Charleston As- 
sociation. 


In publishing with the minutes a short 
account of the State of Religion in the 
churches, the Association desire to ex- 
press their gratitude to the Father of 
Mercies, for the tokens of his kind re- 
membrance which their recent session 
has exhibited ; and at the same time to 
cherish humility, penitence, and prayer, 
and a holy perseverance and ardour in 
every good work. 

They would not be silent in praise 
while a work of grace is evidently be- 
ginning insome of the churches, lest the 
Holy Spirit should withdraw from them, 
grieved and insulted, that his unspeaka- 
ble gifts are so lightly esteemed. Yet 
would they impress on their own minds, 
andthe minds of their brethren, a deep 
conviction of the necessity of still fur- 
ther humiliation, self-denial, and engaged- 
ness in the cause of Christ among Chris- 
tians, in order to prepare the way of the 

Within the past year many interesti 
changes have taken place in the church. 
es. Some of these, as they will be suf- 
ficiently obvious from a careful examina-

tion of the minutes, need not be partica- 
larly mentioned'here. The returns: of 
the numbers baptized in several churches 
indicate a time of refreshing with them— 
and altogether serve to justify the persua- 
sioti that a revival of God’s work is.com- | 
mencing. 

It is believed that the first appearance 
of this good work occurred at the mecting 
of the Association of 1826, at the High 
Hitls church. During that meeting, 10 
the various exercises of worship, there 
were many pleasing evidences of the in- 
fluence of a better spirit than had previ- 
onsly prevailed... But on the evening of 
Monday, at a private house, a prayer meet- 
ing was held, at which the presence and 
grace of the Lord were so sweetly and 
so powerfully realized as never to be for- 
got by any who were present. 

The High Hills church, near State- 
burg, Sumter, io their letter to the Asso- 
ciation, say, ** We are made to sing, not 
merely of deliverances but of super- 
abounding mercy. The Lord has been 
pleased (o manifest his salvation in our vi- 
cinity, and we have been refreshed with 
the dews of Heaven. The meeting of 
the Association with us last year was at- 
tended with the Divine blessing. God 
was pleased to meet with, and revive 
some of his dear people at that time ; and 
especially on the Monday evening of the 
monthly concert of prayer. We soon al- 
ter saw that the Lord had directed the As- 
sociation to this church to accomplish 
some of the designs of hislove. A good- 
ly number of those who, within the past 
year, have joined this and the adjacent 
churches, date their awakening at that 
meeting. The good work of the Lord 
has been progressing in some degree all 
the year ; but particularly within the last 
few months. Inthe month ot Septem- 
ber eighteen were baptized into Christ’s 
death, and became members of this 
church. Many more are joying in God’s 
pardoning mercy who have not yet put on 
the Christian profession ; and many are 
still under serious and solemn convictions. 
We rejoice in the hope that this heavenly 
excitement will increase and spread.” 
The number baptized during the year is 
thirty. Since the meeting of the Associ- 
ation, the church bas had a communion 
season, when fourteen more were added 
to them. 

The Mount Pisgah church, Samter, 
have shared in the blessings which their 
sister church has above described. They 
thus*speak in their letter to the Associa- 
tion :—** At our quarterly meeting on the 
first of April, the first open intimation of 
the Divine favour was received. At this 
time a respectable young lady put on 
Christ by baptism. At our quarterly 
meeting on the first of July, though there 
were none to follow their Redeemer in 
obedience to his command, yet it was evi- 
dent that the Spirit of God was moving on 
the minds of many. At the close of the 
administration of the holy supper, asol 
emn scene was exhibited. The blessed 
Spirit, like a mighty rushing wind, came 
down on the people. About fourteen, 
principally, young persons, presented 
themselves before the table of the Lord, 
suffused in tears. Solemn prayer was of- 
fered up to God in their behalf. ‘Tears 
were seen to stream from the eyes of ma- 
ny others seated promiscuously in the 
congregation. Encouraged by the pleas- 
ing prospect our pastor appointed the 
third Saturday and Sabbath in July as an 
experience meeting. At the appointed 
time a vast congregation attended. Six 
persons were received on Saturday, who 
were buried with Christ by baptism on 
the Sabbath inthe presence of a deeply 
affected assembly. Since then, the ordi- 
nance of baptism hasbeen regularly ad- 
ministered every month : and, blessed be 
God, the work still continues. Other 
churches have likewise shared in this pre- 
cious revival. And our Methodist and 
Presbyterian brethren have had consider- 
able additions to their number.” 

The Bethel Church, Sumter, which 
had long been in a divided unpromising 
condition, after stating that harmony and 
good feeling had been delightfully restor- 
ed through the labours of a committee sent 
to them by the Association, write, ‘* that 
since that time things have worn a new 
aspect. Since Febuary last we have had 
preaching on two Sabbaths in each month, 
and the occasional administration of ordi- 
nances, which have been blessed to us 
and the congregation. We have seen ma- 
ny tender youths and some hoary headed 
persons cut to the heart, and ready to cry 
out; ‘ what shall we do to be saved ?? A 
goodly number have followed their Lord 
and Master into the baptismal stream ; 
and the work of grace still goes on.”’ 
Several other churches have received 
considerable additions. Some of them 
failed to transmit any particular account 
of the work of grace, while a few have 
made statements entirely similar to those 
just recorded, the reiteration of which 
would afford no additional interest. In 
all, the work is described as having the 
same general character, origin and pro- 
gress. ‘ lt appears,’ to use the words 
of the Camden church, ‘‘ to be the thor- 
ough work of God, silent but powerful.”

After a long wintry hight of chastising and 
trial, the Lord is again proving us with 
the appearance of twilight, the promise 
,of a better day. While we would not 
be insensible to the light and comfort 
already enjoyed, we would be especially 
concerned to set us on the tower, and 
watch to see what the Lord will say to 
us ;’ to ‘ remove every stumbling-block,
